PHILADELPHIA (UPI) - A 
contempt hearing was to be re­ 
sumed today for 17 local Team­ 
ster union officials accused of 
paying only lip service to a 
court injunction to end a city- 
crippling 
wildcat 
strike 
by 
truck drivers. 


Supplies of food gasoline and 
drugs in many retail outlets con. 
tinued to dwindle today as the 
strike entered its fourth day. 


; Judge Leo Weinrott, visibly 
angered, interrupted the hear­ 
ing 
Wednesday 
to 
issue 
a 
“ clear out, or else” order to 
about 500 strikers who paraded 
around city hall in protest to 
the charges against the union 
leaders. The pickets dispersed 
reluctantly after they were told 
the demonstration might result 
in jailing of them and the un­ 
ion officials. 


Mayor 
James 
H. 
J. 
Tate 
asked the federal government 
and Teamsters union interna­ 
tional president Jam es R. Hof- 
fa to try to settle the strike 
which has idled all construction 
and has cost merchants mil­ 
lions of dollars in the spoilage 
of foods unable to be shipped 
by truck. 


Roadway Express, where four 
Teamsters were dismissed two 
weeks ago, triggering the mass 
walkout Wednesday night fired 
104 drivers and handlers be 
cause of the work stoppage. 


Hoffa, in telling the striking 
Teamsters to return to work, 
had warned that under terms of 
the 
contract, 
trucking 
firms 
could dismiss drivers 24 hours 
after an illegal walkout.

trucks, 
reported 
virtual

Wednesday in marked contrast 
to the two previous days of the 
strike which were marred by 
violence, injuries, threats and 
street sit-downs. 


The walkout, condemned by 
local and international leaders 


of the union, was a protest 
against involved grievance pro­ 
cedures under the national con­ 
tract negotiated by the interna­ 
tional union. 


It stemmed from the firing of 
four drivers at a terminal in

Frankford 
section 
two 
weeks ago for refusing to work 


under conditions they described 
as “ dangerous.” The terminal 
was the scene of IO days of vi­ 
olence and picketing before the 
employer moved out his trucks 
under

Sunday, 
triggering the city wide strike. 


Food wholesalers, who saw

strike, said business returned to 
about 30 per cent of normal 
Wednesday under heavy police 
guard.

Rapidly Disappearing 


Most stores have been receiv­ 
ing supplies of produce, bread, 
milk and meat. However, fresh 
vegetables and other produce 
are rapidly disappearing from 
the store counters. 


A few stores today noted dry 
groceries are running short on 
the shelves due to the curtailed 
truck shipments. 


Food stores aren’t the only 
retailers feeling the pinch of the 
teamsters’ “ holiday.” Some ser­ 
vice stations, who rely on rented 
trucks for deliveries, are run­ 
ning out of gasoline. 


One Sinclair station on Route 
13 today had nothing but hi-test 
gasoline left, which the operator 
was selling at 26.9 cents a gallon, 
his prevailing price for regular 
gasoline.

(UPI) - Saigon’s 
military government today im­ 
posed a drastic series of win- 
the-war measures that included 
a 
diplomatic 
break 
with 
France, an official declaration 
of a state of war, and closing 
of all newspapers. 


Prem ier Nguyen Cao Ky said 
he would permit no opposition 
to his program that also pro­ 
vided a curfew for Saigon, out­ 
lined “ very strict control” of 
economics, 
and 
threatened 
more “ drastic but temporary 


measures.” He hinted at new 
soak-the-rich moves in a pro­ 
gram of social revolution. 


Ky warned that the moves 
were necessary because of the 
serious turn of the war in Viet 
Nam. He said general mobiliza­ 
tion was not yet necessary and 
there would be no abridgment 
of freedom but he banned anti­ 
government demonstrations. 


Close Newspapers 


The military junta closed all 
of Saigon’s 36 daily newspapers 


and several more in the prov­ 
inces. The ruling junta said it 
would publish two papers of its 
own for a one month trial peri­ 
od — one for the military and 
one for civilians. 


The drastic measures almost 
overshadowed the war in which 
46 U.S. jet fighter-bombers a t­ 
tacked military targets north of 
Hanoi for the third consecutive 
day and pounded Viet Cong po­ 
sitions in the south with deadly 
results.

A few brief showers were ex­ 
pected today, but nothing in the 
way of relief. High humidity and 
temperatures in the mid 80s 
continued to make it uncomfort­ 
able for those without the con­ 
veniences of air conditioning. At 
I p.m., the therm ometer read­ 
ing was 80 degrees. 


The lack of rainfall continued 
to show along the Delaware 
River where the level dropped to 
minus 20 one-hundredths of a 
foot today with the river flow 
down to 1,820 cubic feet per 
second. This is the lowest since

Thanksgiving 
(Nov. 
25) 
when the river level was down 
to minus 24 one-hundredths of a 
foot.

Defense Bill 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
House has passed a $45.1 billion 
appropriation 
to 
finance 
the 
Army, Navy and Air Force in 
the next 12 months. But every­ 
body agreed it probably wasn’t 
enough. 
By roll call vote 407 to 0. the 
House 
approved 
the 
bill 
Wednesday and sent it along to 
the Senate just as it came last 
week from the Appropriations 
Committee. 
Republicans complained that 
President Johnson had deliber­ 
ately u n d e r s t a t e d defense 
needs, to make his budget look 
good and had declined to revise 
his requests to cover escalating 
outlays in Viet Nam. They pre­ 
dicted he would ask for more 
than $1 billion additional along 
about January. 
Democrats conceded the de­

fighting got hot. They said ex­

During the business meeting, 
following the public hearing, the 
authority made plans to keep a 
closer contact with the actual 
work, to make sure all is going 
according to plan.

Conserve Water 
He said it was hoped resi­ 
dents would be careful not to 
waste water during the drought 
period and conserve water by 
every method possible. 
Steward said 
his 
statement 
was not a ban but only a re­ 
quest for cooperation. 
In Yardley yesterday, Allen J. 
Brumbaugh, 
superintendent of 
the Yardley Water Co., also re­ 
quested 
voluntary cooperation 
from consumers in an effort to 
conserve the water supply. 
Record Low 
Brumbaugh said that the wa­ 
ter level in the borough’s well 
was 80 feet below' last year’s 
record low level. 
Last week Steward said 
he 
was hopeful the need for any 
cutbacks in usage or a down­ 
right ban would not be neces­ 
sary. At that time Steward said 
as long as the river level re­ 
mained within reach of the sys­ 
tem’s intake pipe, the company 
would not have to curtail any 
usage. 
Although there were s o m e 
rainstorms during 
the p a s t 
week, they were not enough to 
raise the level of the river, or 
to 
supply 
the 
underground 
streams with water. 
Need Heavy Rain 
Brumbaugh said that and rain­ 
fall is a blessing, in that it will 
take care of lawns and farms, 
but it would have to be a heavy, 
sustained rainfall to do the wells 
any good. 
The Philadelphia Weather Bu­ 
reau noted that the month’s sup­ 
ply of rainfall, although 13 in­ 
ches, was about 17 inches less 
than the normal. 
Brumbaugh said the area is 
in its 49th month of below av­ 
erage rainfall and was hopeful 
it would not extend into a 50th 
month. 
Engineers installing the Yard­ 
ley 
and 
Makefieid 
Township 
sewer systems have also be­ 
come aware of the low river lev­ 
els 
in 
connection 
with 
their 
work. 
Test System 
In testing the system for pres­ 
sure, water is pumped from the 
Delaware into the system along 


River Road but because of the 
falling water levels, 
workmen 
have had to go further into the 
river to place their intake pipes. 
One workman stated he start­ 
ed out close to shore but now 
the shore is getting further out 
into the river. 
All was not too gloomy, how­ 
ever, at least not as far as the 
youngsters 
were 
concerned. 
The lower levels of the river 
near Yardley allowed them to 
wade across the river to some 
of the islands dotting the area 
to swim in new waters. 
Expose Rocks 
Boatmen and water skiers had 
a different view of the situation 
as the lowering river exposed 
more rocks and other hazards 
to 
boating 
and 
skiing. 
The 
stretch between the Calhoun St. 
Bridge and the Scudder Falls 
Bridge, had been a good skiing 
and boating area, but now they 
are finding it difficult to locate 
a clean stretch of water for ski­ 
ing or a sloping beach to launch 
their boats. 
Even the canal system that 
parallels the river has felt the 
drought, with the level dropping 
more than a foot in some places. 
In Yardley, where youngsters 
have been using the canal for 
canoeing and sailing, the situa­ 
tion is such that some boats 
have foundered on what were 
once under water obstacles but 
are now close to the surface.

Yardley Police Chief Lee Car­ 
roll said that he has issued a 
warning to be 
aware 
of 
the 
dangers in swimming or boating 
in either the canal or the river, 
because of the shallow waters 
and the possible dangers they 
hide. 
Lawrence F. Newell, superin­ 
tendent of the Morrisville Wa­ 
ter Co., said the pumping sta­ 
tion is pulling 1.3 million gal­ 
lons a day, the plant’s peak ca­ 
pacity. He said no more water 
can be taken from the river 
than the 1.3 million, because 
that is all the plant can handle. 
Steward said with the river 
pumping station at capacity, the 
well is supplying an additional 
288,000 gallons a day to meet 
the increased needs. 
In an effort to ease the recur­ 


ring water shortage in the bor­ 
ough a three-step plan had been 
put into operation, Steward said. 
The first step was the instal­ 
lation of water meters in all 
homes. The second stage is the 
erection of a 500,000 gallon wa­ 
ter storage tank at Riverview 
Ave. The final step will bt' the 
construction of a new filtration 
plant. 


The authority has already let 
the contract for the water stor­ 
age tank, The winning bidder 
i was the Chicago Iron and Bridge 


I Co. George Burgner, authority 
chairman, said the company bid 
$159,000 for 
the 
construction 
work which is expected to get 
underway shortly. Although the 


i tank will be finished by the end 


of the year, it will not be in 
service in time to ease the cur­ 
rent shortage.

New Sewerage Facility 
Morrisville Gets OK 
To Expand System 


Morrisville^ proposal to en­ 
large its sewerage treatment 
plant has been incorporated in­ 
to the Delaware Basin Commis­ 
sion’s comprehensive plan, 
it 
was announced yesterday. 
The action to include the Mor­ 
risville plan was taken at a 
meeting of the basin commission 
Philadelphia, held in the state 
office building. 
The borough has scheduled a 
$355,500 sewer plant expansion 
to1 handle the intake of the new 
Yarley and 
Lower Makefieid 
Township sewer systems now- 
being installed in the two com­ 
munities. 


2.5 Million 


The plant’s capacity will be 
boosted from 1.78 million gal­ 
lons a day to 2.50 million a day 
when the 
two-stage 
plan 
is 
completed. 
The borough will pay $45,000 
of the cost and Yardley and 
Lower Makefieid will pay the 
difference in the costs. Morris­ 
ville has already spent $30,000 
in planning and the first stage of 
construction. 
Charles Molhollen, of the Mor­ 
risville 
Municipal 
Authority, 
said the authority is erecting a 
vacuum filtering building and 
other necessary equipment as 
part of the first stage of con­ 
struction for the new facility. 
Second Stage 
The second stage will include 
a settling 
tank 
and 
a 
new- 


sprinkling filtration system at 
the plant on Riverview Ave. at 
the river, Molhollen said. 
The new facility will handle 
Lower Makefield’s $5.6 million 
system and Yardley’s $1 mil­ 
lion system. Both are expected 
to be completed within the year. 
The basin commission, also 
concerned about the current wa­ 
ter shortage, has scheduled a 
public hearing July 7 to consid­ 
er steps to alleviate the drought. 
In a resolution adopted at yes­ 
terday’s meeting, the commis­ 
sion said the 
water 
shortage 
poses a serious threat to the 
health, safety and welfare of 20 
million persons dependent on the 
waters of the basin.
